DETROIT (AP)—The Dcvroit 


News reported today that John 
Norman Collins, 22, accused in 
one of seven killings in thc Ann 
Arbor-Ypsilanti area, apparent- 
ly was a friend of Richard C. 
Hobison, Jr., eldest son of a 
Lathrup Village family of six 
found slain two summers ago. 


Collins, the newspaper said, 


is believed lo have met young 
Rohison during an orientation 
period in the fall of 19GG, when 
both were being enrolled in 
Eastern Michigan University in 
Ypsilanti for thc first lime. 


Robison was entering as a

doctors topping the 5100,000 list;

The News began its investi- 


gation 
following 
a 
revelation 


from Ronald Finch, secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
which administers medicare and 
medicaid, that the two programs 
as p r e s e n t l y constituted are 
bankrupt. 


At the same time Finch con- 


firmed in general terms previous- 
ly discovered instances of some 
doctors, pharmacies 
and hos- 


pitals pulling in receipts never 
enjoyed in such abundance until 
Uncle Sam entered the health 
care field in a big way.

Oiily A Rumor 


It is difficult to pin down the 


.source of rumors. Usually they 
have humble beginnings, "a con- 
jecture, a misunderstood remark 
a malicious story, and as they 
grow they develop a mysterious 
life of their own. 


It seems to be the. nature of 


rumors that the wilder they are, 
the faster they travel and the 
more 
likely they are 
to be 


believed. 


Among 
the m o s t 
famous 


rumors of the century was the 
one in 1915 that Russian troops 
were passing through Britain to 
fight on the Western front. 
Thousands 
of people declared 


they had seen these "bearded 
men with snow on their boots" in 
railway stations. 


The government did not deny 


the rumor. Things were going 
badly on the Western front and 
the story gave people something 
to talk about other than the 
casualty lists. 


To conceal the fact that there 


was radar on fighting planes in 
the last war, the 
government 


spread the story that pilots ate 
raw carrots to sharpen 
their 


vision. True or not, people still 
believe that carrots improve eve- 
sight. 


In England in 1916, 40 soldiers 


were being trained in the sending 
of messages by word of mouth 
along a trench. Each man whis- 
pered the message to his neigh- 
bor and the last man of all 
shouted it. 
,,0Thf first man was given the 
hend reinforcements, wr're go- 
ing to advance." 


The message was passed along 


and when it reached the fortieth 
man, he shouted it as ordered. 


It was: "Send three-and-four 


pence, we're going to a dance."

This is tho pattern for all of 


us, whatever our calling may be. 


It is also a common obligation 


of those who can make it their 
own to be taxed for the life sup- 
port requirments of those who 
can not. 


Until medicare and medicaid 


took effect two years ago, medi- 
cal treatment for the under- 
privileged was supplied in two 
ways. 


The doctors and the hospitals 


swallowed some collection losses. 


Charitable clinics and govern- 


mental units, of which Berrien 
General Hospital is a good ex- 
ample, supplied treatment in the 
more serious cases. 


There was a third method. 
Many people ineligible for wel- 


fare assistance, 
and short on 


funds 
or not 
qualified 
under 


privately placed insurance pro- 
grams, limped along until their 
failing condition r e a c h e d the 
crisis stage 
such 
as Berrien 


General was established to meet. 
Since welfare budgets are still 
computed 
on 
a 
food-clothing- 


shelter basis, this same problem 
held true for those on the relief 
rolls. 


After n e a r l y 20 years of 


argument about what is and 
what is not socialized medicine, 
medicare and medicaid arrived to 
seal that third breach. 


Their performance is mixed. 
Unquestionably many people 


are receiving the attention they 
should have and the national 
health level is better than what 
it was. 


There are, though, negative 


aspects which are frightening. 


Assembly line t r e a t m e n t 
exists. 


Not 
only do medicare and 


medicaid cost more than seems 
reasonable they probably are a 
major factor in the ballooning 
expense 
for 
all 
medical 
and 


hospital treatment. 


Economically speaking, medi- 


care and medicaid resemble the 
penicillin reaction many patients 
experience. 


Dr. Polansky's experience il- 


lustrates two points which thc 
extremely personalized c r a n k 
calls miss entirely. 


The medical profession should 


distribute 
t h e medicare and 


medicaid ease load more equally 
than it does. Leaving the bulk of 
the medicare and medicaid field 
to one or two "poor 
man's 


doctors," while the others con- 
centrate on the paying patient 
load is a self evident defect. 


The treatment cost has to be 


brought in line. Currently the 
Nixon Administration is tighten- 
ing some of the more obvious 
loose ends within medicare and 
medicaid. It and Walter Reuther 
the UAW boss, are also mulling 
over an insurance type of pro- 
gram. The Administration talks 
of its plan supplementing the two 
Mr. Reuther speaks of in term 
of a full replacement. 


Each presupposes incorporat- 


ing the first recommendation as 
requisite to cutting down the 
medical-hospital cost factor to 
more manageable proportions for 
everyone.
